REMARKS 

After entering these amendments, Claims 1 and 3-9 will be pending. Claims 1 and 8 have 
been amended. Claim 2 has been canceled. 

THE REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. §112: 

Claims 8 and 9 were rejected under 35 U.S.C §112, first paragraph, in the June 28, 2006 
Office Action and the Examiner has maintained this rejection as applied to "fragility an[d] or age 
related functional decline." (September 18, 2006 Advisory Action, Page 2). Applicants traverse. 
Applicants have amended Claim 8 and thereby Claim 9 to delete "frailty or age-related functional 
decline". Applicants, therefore, respectfully request the Examiner withdraw this rejection as it is 
now moot. 

CLAIM OBJECTIONS 

Claims 1 and 3-7 are objected to because there appears to be a typographical error in the 
definition of variable Y. (September 18, 2006 Advisory Action, Page 3). Applicants thank the 
Examiner for bringing this inadvertent typographical error to their attention. Applicants have 
amended Claim 1 and thereby Claim 3-7 to correct the definition of variable Y to recite the 
following: 

Y is selected from the group consisting of O, NR4, NOR4, S, and CH 2 ; 
Applicants, therefore, respectfully request the Examiner withdraw this objection as it is now moot.
